The Railroad Commission has 
is­ 
sued an order putting into permanent 
effect a new schedule of rates for tne 
W ells Fargy company. 
The tentative rates fixed by the com­ 
mission in its decision of February 9, 
1914, which effected a reduction of ap­ 
proximately $750,000 a year in the ex­ 
press rates throughout the state, are 
now, with some 
adjustments, 
made 
final. 
The rates as previously fixed 
were experimental and the company 
has kept exact records over 
a 
six- 
months’ period to show the effect of 
the reduced 
tariffs. 
These 
records 
show that, an average cut of approx­ 
imately 15 per cent has been made in 
the company’s rates, although the spe­ 
cific reductions at certain points will 
average very much more.
